The purpose of this section is to give a brief 
introduction te the various types of guns found in the 
kingston area. 


As pointed cut by James Gooding in his Introduction to 
British Artillery in North America, ordnance in use in Narth 
America in the 18th and 13th centuries fell into four main 
types: guns, carronades, howitzers and mortars. Gooding 
quotes the Textbook of Service Ordnance, 1886, which stated 
" Guns may be defined as those pieces which have a length af 
at least 12 calibres and upwards, and which are adapted far 
firing either shot ar shell". He classes carranades as 
"short pieces of ordnance having less thickness of metal 
than guns of the same calibre and normally of about 7 
calibres length.... Howitzers are....intended for horizontal 
от higher angle fire, Their length varies from 5 to 10 
calibres..... Mortars are.... suitable anly fer high angle 
fire. The usual length of a mortar was 2 or 4 calibres", 


Displayed at Fort Henry are a number nf yery old gun 
barrels of both French and British origin, same of which are 
thought ta have been installed in the last Fert Frontenac, 
and which were probably quite ancient by the time Fart 
Frontenac was captured by the British in 1758. Since gun 
design changed little in those days and cast iron barrels 
were of enduring quality they tended ta remain in service 
for many years. But eventually, when obsolescence overtook 
them in the 13th century they were condemned by striking off 
their trunnions and relegated to their final useful function 
as ballast in ships of war. When the Fush-Bagat Treaty af 
1817 cansigned their hast vessels ta the bottom af Lake 
Ontaris these barrels rested in their watery grave in 
Deadman's Bay until salvaged in the last few years. Cast in 
the days before there were any conventions about the marking 
af ordnance and obliterated by years of water immersion, 
these barrels are generally of a basic design and show 
little accurate identification as ta age.

By far the largest number of guns, however, date from 
the hey-day of British defence construction in Kingston in 
the early to mid 19th century. This period coincided with an 
active period of British gun development and several of 
these developments are reflected in the types of weapons 
which made their way to Kingston. Among them the "standard" 
and mast numercus are the Bloomfield pattern guns. Named far 
Director General of the Ordnance Sir Thomas Bloomfield 
Blomfield), they are recognized by their graceful three 
tiered taper and slightly flared muzzle.

Four more of them at Fort Henry, however, 
are shown as " Shell guns" because they were so named on the 
Fort Henry list. Again quoting James Gooding: "In outward 
appearance they were similar to the common gun except for 
the removal of some of the minor parts - fillets, astragals, 
reinforce rings, and breech mouldings, and internally they 
were made with a tapered powder chamber", 


Several guns are listed as Armstrong guns, sa named far 
Sir William Armstrong, who іп 1859 was appointed 
Superintendent af the Royal Gun Factory, Woolwich. 
Armstrong, instead of taking an existing smoathbere gun and 
rifling it, which up to this time had not been very 
Successful, abandoned cast iron far wrought iron and built 
up his gun by shrinking a succession of tubes around the 
basic barrel, building up the requisite thickness of metal 
proportional te the internal Pressure along the gun. The 
barrel was rifled and the gun was breech loaded. After 
trials in 1855 this system was adapted by both the British 
Army and the Royal Navy and altogether same 4500 guns were 
produced, but Бу 1963 it was decided that the breech closing 
system was unsafe and unable tr withstand the pressures 
Necessary to propel a shot hard enough te smash through iran 
ships. Once more there was a move to muzzle loading cannon, 
but this time employing a rifled borse and studded shells.

Another weapon in considerable numbers 
zcarronade, built by the Carron company, a 5 
Founding and shipping firm, which in 1774 ws 
Produce a short piece of 8 inch calibre, Fir J 
ball, but with a powder charge cf only five and 
pounds. This weapon was named "the Smasher" for its 
effectiveness at shart range against shipping and by 1731 
nad been mounted in 429 ships. Those in the Eingstan area 
are designated 24 and 32 pounders,

The term "Loehorn mortar" refers ta amall 
martars named after their inventor, Baron Menno van Lmeherny 
a Dutchman. They are light pieces designed ta be carried by 
two men and so were the most mobile af the regular mortars.

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With the profusion of guns in t inaston 
is interesting ta note that with rare exceptions most vere 
never fired in anger. Apart fram the very old weapons 
mentioned at the beginning of this section which in their 
sarliest incarnation may well have seen active service, the 
only other known action in which any af these guns 
participated was one recorded in the EMC Museum located in 
the Fort Frederick Martello tower, This mentions a maritime 
raid by US forces which "exchanged shorts” with guns at Fort 
Frederick. Dare we suggest that the shooting was ineffective 
and the casualties light?

more t: the total. We can conveniently ignore 9 additiona 
barre of a 10 barrelled Gatling gun on the grounds that it 
is a small arms weapon and really should not be included at 
all! 


All of the 15# guns have been seen and checked by the 
authors with the exception of the twa 24 pounders in the 
ditch towers at Fort Henry. We were unable ta gain access ta 
these towers because they were deemed unsafe.

Its next home was in the 
village of Rustico at a hotel owned by cne John Newsom, 
until the hotel burned down in 1905, For many years it lay 
mare or less abandoned on farm Property belonging ta Mrs 
Cushing's relatives until discovered by Cel Cushing wha 
recommended it be placed in the Charlottetown Museum. When 
the museum failed to show any interest Col Cushing bought 
the gun, transported it ta kingston, constructed a wooden 
reproduction carriage af "local pattern" and mounted the qun 
in his back yard. The gun has no discernible markings other 
than a faint illegible mark on the right trunnion, but given 
the folklore af ite origin, it would seem to be very old and 
probably dates at least from the 18th century.
